Daily Review: 


Man And Superman 


George Bernard Shaw’s “Man And Superman” opened, last 
night, at Moyse Hall. The production, directed by Frank Faragoh, 
had the following cost: ‘ 

Marriage, says Shaw is a “man-trap baited... with 
delusive idealizations.” And what is implied in this comedy 
is made explicit in John Tanner’s dream (omitted from 
this production) of Don Juan Tenorio: that. Woman is 


the agent of the Life-Force which directs her more strong-_ 


ly than it does man towards procreation, the supreme'end 
of the species, 

This is the rather esoteric theme of “Man And Super- 
man.” It is a theme which Shaw argues, debates, expounds, 
extolls and, occasionally, dramatizes. Shaw’s self-admitted 
efforts were to “force the public to reconsider its mo- 
rals” — and especially morality in regard to economic and 
sexual relations. The ardour of Shaw’s convictions made 
for the volubility and the repetitiousness which are his 
greatest weaknesses as a writer, these were amply demons- 
trated, last night, in ‘Man And Superman.” 

AMUSING PLAY 

However let it be immediately added that this was 
one of Shaw’s plays in which the moral did become second- 
ary to the function of entertainment. It is a highly amusing 
and interesting play, filled with comedic invention both 
of plot and character. - 

,. But the fact remains that Shaw’s intention was less 
to tell a story than to convey ideas. And therein lies the 
danger: for nowadays his ideas have either been absorbed 
into, or -rejected by the public consciousness. Thus the 
greater part of his interest, his expression of ideas, no 
longer retains the sustaining force which they had when 
he was first produced. This leaves a director, bent on 

ublic entertainment, with a problem: how to compensate 

or the reduction in value of a Shavian play. He must, 
obviously, emphasize the humorous resources of Shaw and 
rely on his actors to bring the force of the arguments they 
mouth into secondary focus. L 

The play, as presented last night, was liable to extre- 
mes: up and down. There were moments of high comedy, 
intriguing character conflict, and situation humour; there 
were also moments of acute embarassment and temporary 
lapses of the audience’s interest. But let us not pretend 
that this is not an extremely difficult play for the amateur: 
it requires, on the part of the actors, a high stage technique 


_and an ability to understand totally the sensé of the argu- 


ments, the force of the lines which they are speaking. And 
there were moments, last night, when a lack of these 
proficiencies peeped through.

The direction, by Mr Frank 
Faragoh, was evenly paced and 
intelligently interpreted, It seem-
